Baghdad is increasing its efforts to effect a quick 
military victory over the Kurdish rebels. The prospects 
for such a solution seem dim, however, particularly in view 
of the approach of winter weather which will hamper opera- 
tions for both sides. Stepped-up support to the Kurds by 
Tehran in the last two weeks increases the possibility of 
further clashe^^b^tween Iraqi and Iranian forces in the 
border area.

We see no indications of hostile intent in the mili- 
tar^^ac^ivity of the USSR and other Warsaw Pact nations.
